An Outlaw 
Senator James A. Reed of 
Mis­ 
souri, who has long ^een viewed as 
a wet, has definitely p laced himself 
in op p osition to p rohibition, 
in 
a 
letter to Mrs. Nellie G. Burger, p res­ 
ident of the Missouri, \Y. (’. T. U. 
“ We both want this to he a sober 
nation,’’ Reed wrote Mrs. 
Burger. 
“ We differ in methods and p erhap s 
in degree. You believe in comp ulsion. 
You p rop ose to make p eop le good hv 
staute. “ I agree 
with 
y ou 
that 
drunkenness is beastly and that tem­ 
p erance is desirable. I disagree with 
y our creed that p rohibition by law is 
the remedy . “ There is a sound mid­ 
dle course. 
The 
liquor 
business 
should he strictly 
regulated -not 
outlawed. Temp erance and p rohibi­ 
tion should he taught—not forced". 
Senator Reed conducted the sen­ 
ate p rimary investigations in Penn­ 
sy lvania and Illinois and before he 
finished with either, it ap p eared 
to 
some that his real aim was to cru­ 
cify the anti-saloon league 
rather 
than make a camp aign issue for his 
p arty out of p rimary ex p enditures.
